In 
the absence of a parochial curate the dean & chapter had presented James Corbet ?1647-1728 who 
was appointed lay reader on 14 Oct 1663. The parish of two townships - Chapel Chorlton and Hill 
Chorlton - which lay in Chorlton constablewick which also contained (parts of) the parish of 
Eccleshall.

CHORLTON, a chapelry, in the parish of Eccleshall, union of Newcastle-under-Lyme, N. division of 
the hundred of Pirehill and of the county of Stafford; comprising the townships of Chapel-Chorlton 
and Hill-Chorlton; and containing 365 inhabitants, of whom 243 are in Chapel-Chorliton, 6 miles (S. 
S. W.) from Newcastle. The chapelry consists of 1921a. 1r. 36p. of land, and lies west of the Sow, 
from which the village of Chapel-Chorlton is distant about half a mile. The Liverpool and 
Birmingham railway passes through. The living is a perpetual curacy; net income, £71; patron, the 
Bishop of Lichfield: the tithes have been commuted for £244. The chapel, dedicated to St. 
Lawrence, was rebuilt in 1827, at a cost of £800, raised by subscription and a grant from a Church 
Society. Near Hill Chorlton is a place of worship for Primitive Methodists. [A Topographical

He was presumably ordained deacon (? and priest) before 26 Aug 1616 when he was 
in office as parochial curate of Wetton. From 1623 to 1625 he was styled "reader" of Chapel 
Chorlton whilst probably serving as parochial curate. In 1631 he was a stipendiary curate at 
Colwich vicarage.

Francis Rowley B.A. (Parochial Curate of Codsall, Staffs) ?1625-1667 

Rowley, (? christened 29 Sep 1625), was probably son of Francis Rowley of Astley Abbotts, Salop 
yeoman. He studied at Cambridge where on 23 Apr 1641 he was admitted a sizar at Pembroke 
College and matriculated in 1642. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1646.7. On 13 Jul 1649 
Francis Rowley of Astley Abbots named a son "Francis Rowley clarke" in his will. Rowley (junior) 
may have been lay reader of Chapel Chorlton in 1651.2 In Jul 1662 he was ordained deacon and 
priest by Lichfield. On 30 Oct 1662 he was appointed reader (and probably parochial curate) of 
Codsall. In 1665, as "curate", he certified the hearth tax for Codsall and Oaken constablewicks but 
was not assessed there. Still in office he died, aged about 42, and was buried here on 6 Oct 1667.

1671 when (presumably having been ordained priest) he was on 25 Sep after probable presentation 
by George Parker of "Park Hall", Weston Coyney in Caverswall esquire c1592-1675 appointed vicar 
of Caverswall. Here he may have resigned about 1712 when he was living at Handford in Trentham.

Zach. Cawdrey, a worthy moderate conformist: and afterwards at Biddulph in Staffordshire, through the favour of the old Sir 
John Bowyer, till the church-doors were shut upon him. He did much good as an intinerant preacher in Cheshire, Shropshire 
and Staffordshire, for many years. Soon after the Revolution, he fixed in the public chapel at Haslington, in Bartomley 
parish, by the consent of the gentleman to whom it belonged, and kept up a very considerable congregation in it as long as 
he lived, which was to his 83d year; and through God's goodness, he enjoyed a wonderful vigour of body, and vivacity of 
spirit to the last, so that he could travel and preach with his usual ease. He preached twice, and it was thought with more 
than ordinary liveliness, the Lord's day before he died, which was in August, 1694. The first Lord's day after his death, the 
minister of Bartomley, Dr. Egerton, who had kindly connived at Mr. Cope's having the chapel while he lived, took possession 
of it himself; but was so obliging as to permit Mr. Matthew Henry to preach his funeral sermon there the week after, 
according to the old gentleman's desire. [CALAMY]
